In an effort to help sheepmen find 
way s to fatten lam bs by adding 
protein to rations, the Cornell uni­ 
versity agricultural ex perim ent sta­ 
tion tested seven “ protein supple­ 
m ents” on lam bs. 
Each lam b re­ 
ceived, in addition to the particu­ 
lar protein-rich feed tested, a stand­ 
ard ration of shelled corn, corn si­ 
lage, ground limestone and salt. 
The lam bs fed linseed m eal in 
the ration had better appetites than 
did those fed the other supplements, 
which included soy bean oil meal, 
whole soy beans, corn gluten meal, 
distillers’ corn dried grain, brew ers’ 
dried grains, and urea. 
Averaging the two ex perim ents, 
the feeding value was slightly the 
highest for whole soy beans, followed 
by soy bean oil m eal, corn gluten 
meal, and linseed meal.

Section 1. That Section 33 of A r­ 
ticle 16, of the Constitution of the 
S tate of Tex as, be amended so 
as :

ury in favor of any person, for sal­ 
ary or compensation as agent, offi­ 
cer or appointee, who holds at the 
same time any other office or posit­ 
ion of honor, trust or profit, under 
this State or the United States, ex ­ 
cept as prescribed in this Constitu­ 
tion. Provided, th a t this restriction 
as to the drawing and pay ing

not apply to officers of the National 
Guard of Tex as, the National Guard 
Reserve, the Officers Reserve Corps 
of the United States, nor to enlisted 
men o f the National Guard, the Na- 


J tional Guard Reserve, and the Or- 
j ^anized Reserves 
of 
the

| >tates, nor to retired officers of the 
United States Army , Navy , and Ma­ 
rine Corps, and retired w arrant of­ 
ficers and retired enlisted men of 
the United States Army , Navy , and 
Marine Corps, nor to officers of the 
United States Arm y or Navy who 
are assigned to duties in State In­ 
stitutions of higher education.” 
Section 2. The foregoing Consti­ 
tutional Amendment shall be 
sub­ 
mitted to a vote of 
the 
qualified 
electors of this State at an election 
to be held throughout the State on 
the third day of November, 1942, at 
which all ballots shall have printed 
th e re o n: 


“ For the Constitutional 
Amend­ 
ment permitting the accounting of­ 
ficers of this State to draw and pay 
w arrants for salaries to officers of 
the United States Arm y 
or 
Navy 
who are assigned to duties in State 
Institutions of higher education.” 
“ Against the 
Constitutional 
A- 
m endm ent perm itting the accounting 
officers of this State to draw and 
pay w arrants for salaries to officers 
of the United States Army or Navy 
who are assigned to duties in State 
Institutions of higher education.” 
Each voter shall scratch out one 
of siid clauses on the ballots, leav­ 
ing the one ex pressing his vote on 
the proposed amendment. 


Section 3. The Governor shall is- 
j 
sue the necessary proclamation for j 
said election, and have 
the 
same 
published as required by the Consti­ 
tution and laws of this State, and 
the sum of Five Thousand ($5,000) 
Dollars, or so much thereof as may 
be necessary , 
is hereby appropriat­ 
ed from any 
funds in 
the 
State 
Treasury , not otherwise 
appropri­ 
ated to defray the ex penses of print­ 
ing said proclamation and of holding 
said election.
